missioner, in England in December last, that

This was done, it woald 
seem, at the recommendation of the late Gover. 
nor. No soonér did the Colonel discover the

On this subject it may not be inexpedient to 
state. the experience of “ An aged Teacher,” as 
possibly tending to throw some light ou what is 
after al], not so mach.an abstract qnestion ar it 
is one of time, place, custom, teachers, -&c.
